London, Jan. 5.— The war olllce has re 
oeived through Gen. Forestler Walker 
at Capetown the following despatch from 
Col. Baden-Powell, dated Mafeking, De 
eember 20: 

'We attacked one of the enemy's works 
this morning, endeavoring to push back 
tlie cordon northward. Our force con 
sisted of three guns, two squadrons o! 
the Protectorate Regiment, one of the 
Bechunnalnnd Rifles', tin armored train, 
etc. The enemy had strengthened their 
works during the night and doubled the 
garrison since yesterday's reconnuis- 
sance. 

'Nevertheless, our attack was carried 
out and pressed home with the greatest 
possible gallantry and steadiness under 
very hot fire.' But all efforts to gain 
the interior by escalade failed, the fort 
being practically impregnable. Our at- 
tack only withdrew after six oillccrs had 
been hit and a large number of men. 
Nothing- could have exceeded the courage 
and dash displayed. The general situa- 
tion remains unchanged and the health 
and spirits of the garrison are very sat- 
isfactory. 

"I regret to report the following casual- 
ties: Killed— Capt. R. J. Vernon, dipt. 
0. Snnford, Lt. H. C. Baton, oigh- 
nou-eommissioned oillcer and 
troopers. Wounded— Capt. Fitzclarenee, 
twenty-three nun-eoinniissioiied pjfflpers 
and troopers. Prisoners — Three troopers." 

Gen. Forestler Walker points out, that 
while the despatch gives all the names, 
it fails to show that six officers were 
hit.

THE CUP CHALLENGER. 

London, Jan. 5. — A report is published 
here this afternoon that Sir Thomas 
Upton has issued another challenge for 
the America's cup, but a reporter of the 
Associated Press' learns that the situa- 
tion remains ns cabled' December 23.

London, Jan. 0.— The Times publishes 
the following- despatch from Mafeking 
dated December °.(J: "At dawn to-day 
Col. Baden-Powell organized an unsuc- 
cessful attack upon a strong posifion of 
the enemy at Gametree, two miles from 
Mafeking, from which the Boers have 
been maintaining a desultory -but annoy- 
ing shell and ride fire for several weeks. 
The railway has been recently recon- 
structed between the town and Game- 
tree, where the Boers had destroyed it, 
the final repairs 'being made in prepara- 
tion for the sorties. 

"During the night the armored train, 
with Maxim and Hotchkiss gun under 
(.'apt. Williams and troops, took up posi- 
tions for attack from two skies. Capt. 
Lord Charles Bent inch and a nqundron 
were in reserve upon the left, while the 
extreme left wing was occupied by ar- 
tillery under Major Pnnzera and a gal- 
loping Maxim of the Cape Police, the 
whole being under Col. Horo. 

"Emplacements were thrown up dur- 
ing tlio night, the orders being to attack 
at dawn and the artillery lire to desist 
upon prolonged tooling from the armored 
train. 

"At daybreak the guns opened fire and 
rapidly drew the reply of the enemy, our 
shells bursting within effective range. 
Capt. Vernon gave the signal to cease 
tiring and to advance, his squadron lead- 
ing off. 

"Gametree is surrounded with scrub, 
which contained many sharpshooters and 
their accuracy of tire still further con- 
fused the men wb.o_b.ad followed Capt. 
Vernon and who saw' him and hU brother 
officers killed. Being without comrades 
they were driven off at one point, but 
they endeavored to scale the fort at 
others. They found the position of the 
Boers, however, almost impregnable. 

"When we retired under cover of the 
armored train, so many men had been 
wounded that a suspension of hostilities 
occurred under the auspices of the Red 
Cross. The veldt around the Boer posi- 
tion was i>' once dotted with Hags of 
mercy and it was seen that our wound- 
ed were scattered within but a short 
radius of the fort. Wo had almost 
completely surrounded it and had it not 
been so extraordinarily well protected 
we should have been in possession. 

"I was permitted to assist in dressing 
the wounds, a majority of which seemed 
to liave been caused by explosive bul- 
lets. While the wounded were being 
attended numbers of Boers left their 
entrenchments and gathered round. I 
spoke to several tattered and dirty, but 
physically well men. Many of them were 
undersized and all wore beards. They 
referred me to tile Field Cornet, who de- 
nied the use of explosive bullets. On 
being shown the horrible wounds, he- ad- 
mitted that at one time explosive bullets 
had 'been served out, but he said he wjis 
certain they had all been previously ex- 
pended and none could have been on this 
occasion. 

He then produced a bandolier tilled 
with Duma, and I pointed out that so 
far as Mafeking was concerned these 
had been" recalled. 

Later on I called the attention of the 
Field Cornet to four of his own men 
who were rilling dead bodies. He ex- 
pressed iiis regret to n British officer 
that, despite his instructions to respect 
the dead, the younger Boers were un- 
ruly and beyond his control, and he 
accused the British soldiers of stripping 
Gen. Kock and leaving him naked and 
wounded on the field, thus indirectly 
causing bis death. 

The correspondent then described a 
scene of angry recrimination between 
the Field Cornet ami the Boers regard- 
ing the existence of orders about rob- 
bing the dead, and also about the facts 
theniijeSves; swine of the Boers asserting 
that they only .took arms,- despite the 
arrival at that very moment of the 
bodies of five British, under Boer escort, 
with the pockets of their uniforms 



turned inside out. Trie correspondent 
says: 

" We believed that spies carried the 
news of our contemplated sorties to the 
Boers. The Field Cornet admitted that 
he was reinforced during the night by 
100 mounted men, and acknowledged 
withdrawing his guns." 



HOT POLITICS IN TORONTO. 

An Editor-Member Charged With 
Treachery to Hin Party For His 
Course in Mayoralty Campaign. 

Toronto, Jan. 5.— The Mail and Em- 
pire has nn editorial article entitled 
" The Man With the Knife," in which 
it attacks W. F. McLean, M. P., very 
bitterly, without, however, naming him. 

It claims that Maclean has betrayed 
and traduced all Conservative leaders in 
turn, the last victim being E. F. Clarke, 
whom the World opposed in the mayor- 
alty contest, and says: "If Conserva- 
tives want their friends to be slandered 
out of public life, if they want their 
party to be knifed whenever it enters a 
contest, they can permit this treachery 
to go on. But if they think a Conser- 
vative is at least entitled to his charac- 
ter, they will steer dear of the man with 
the knife."

It consisted 
SO members of tLc pew battery in 
ommaud of Major s.'oslipan, and "1 of 
mounted infantry. They paraded in 
the drill hall nt 10 o'clock, but long be- 
that hour the immense building Wits 
crowded with enthusiastic citizens and 
soldiers. Before they started Mayor 
Prefontliine made a patriotic address, 
reminding the men that they were going 
to light for justice in South Africa, and 
the maintenance of the prestige of the 
British Empire, in which the great com- 
mercial metropolis of Canada was so 
deeply interested. Judge D'vidson, 
formerly lieutenant-colonel of the Vic- 
toria Ttifles, addressing the men, said 
that the colonies were once thought a 
source of weakness to the Empire, but 
now they proved a bulwark of strength. 

Lieut. -Col. Stevenson, when called on 
for a speech, struck up " God Save the 
Queen," which was heartily joined in 
by the immense crowd present. Then 
the contingent started for the Grand 
Trunk station, headed by different 
bands. Although it was 11 o'clock, the 
streets were lined with people, who 
vigorously cheered the men as they 
passed along. At the station the crowd 
was so dense that the men had difficulty 
in reaching the train. 

Winnipeg, Jan. fi.— Major Williams 
lias received official notification to leave 
with his troops for Halifax on Monday 
at 9:30 a. in., and all is excitement once 
more. None of the men, however, nre 
sorry that the word has come for their 
departure. The Winnipeg troops will 
be joined here b.v one troop of Mounted 
Police from Reginn, making a party of 
over 100, and together they will proceed 
to Halifax by special train. There is 
the greatest enthusiasm here. A. short 
stop will be made in Montreal. 

The Winnipeg city council to-night 
voted $700, or $10 per man, to the 
volunteers going to the Transvaal from 
Winnipeg. It is expected that sub- 
scriptions from citizens will enable the 
committee to give each man $50.

Berlin, Jan, 5.— The seizure of the 
Bundesrath remains the dominant topic 
of the German press. A prominent offi- 
cial of the German foreign office, who 
was interviewed this evening by the cor- 
respondent of the Associated l'ress said 
that Great Britain had not yet answered 
Germany's request for an explanation 
of the seizure, but that a reply was ex- 
pected in the course of a. few days. Tho 
foreign office, according to this official, 
lias not yet concluded that Great Bri- 
tain is trying to ride roughshod over 
Germany. 

On being asked what Germany would 
do should it turn out that the Bundes- 
rath Avas carrying contraband, he gave 
a non-committal reply, but conveyed tho 
impression that such a discovery would 
seriously damage Germany's wise. 

The Hanover Courier, confirming 
earlier reports regarding the shipment of 
arms and ammunition from Germany, 
asserts that German rifles have been sent 
to the Transvaal, aiueo the outbreak of 
tho war. It says: "We know, 'from 
a trustworthy source, that 40,U0O Ger- 
man rifles of the newest and .best con- 
struction, have arrived at Pretoria in 
good condition. They reached Lorenzo 
Marques by way of China, having been 
deceptively packed, and declared as fur- 
niture, in which pianos played tho cliief 
role," 

Tho Berliugoi' Tageblatt has a des- 
patch from Papeubnrg, Hanover, 'tho 
home of OapL Muhlmann of the Ger- 
man barb Wagner, of Hamburg, which 
was sci.>sl by the British at Delagoa 
Bay on December 21, saying that the 
bark had powder and dynamite in her 
cargo.

EXPORT TAX ON PULP. 

Quebec Scheme for Home Industry or 
Securing Direct Revenue. 

Montreal. Jan. ."..—A deputation of 
pulp manufacturers to-day called upon 
Hon. T. X. Parent, commissioner of 
crown lands, and asked that the tax 
on pulpwood be raised to $1.00 per cord 
and that when the pulp product is 
manufactured jhito paper in the province 
a rebate of $1.50 per cord be allowed, 
thus making the lax 40 cents per cord, 
tis is paid at present whether the pro- 
duct is exported as pulp or as paper. 

The commissioner appeared to favor 
the . idea, but could not commit himself 
until he had consulted his colleagues in 
the Quebec government. Many largo 
pulp areas in the province are held by 
A mericans. 



The public accounts of the province of 
British Columbia, which have just been 
laid before the legislature, show the gross 
revenue for the lust ended fiscal year to 
have ibeen $1,531,038, and the total ex- 
penditure $2,204,936; whereas the res- 
pective totals in 1807-8, the last year of 
the Turner government, were $1,478,517 
(an increase of revenue of $50,000 over 
the previous year) and $2,087,347. In 
other words the revenue has increased 
under the first year of Semlin govern- 
ment's direction of affairs by $53,121 (or 
in decreasing ratio), while 'at the same 
time the expenditures have grown by 
$177,580 — for every dollar gain in reve- 
nue, three have been spent.

Warfare" — Heartless Loot of 
Natal Settlers. 

A correspondent at Pietcrmaritzburg 
forwards the following extract from the 
Times of Natal of October 127, us exhibit- 
ing the quality of the gentle Boer us in- 
vader, nnd as on illustration of General 
.Toubert's ideas of " humane and civilized 
warfare " : 

" Distressing accounts are reaching us 
from day to day of wrecked homesteads 
and destruction of farmers' stock in 
Upper Natal, acts of more wanton dev- 
ilry on the part of the Boors. Wo had 
boon led to ho]K\ as the commandos now 
on Natal soil are led by men who pre- 
tend to sonic education, and to whom 
some veneer at all events of civilization 
has been attributed, that these leaders 
would, for their own reputations' sake, 
exercise some control over the well- 
known savage propensities of their rab- 
ble following. That hope has ceased to 
exist, in the light of actual facts. As 
one exemplary instance of these, we may 
here give the ease of Mr, Brown, whoso 
farm and homestead is near Dnnn- 
hauser. Mr. and Mrs. Brown had re- 
cently imported costly furniture from 
England, and their home was an elegant 
example of what moans nnd taste can 
do in the way of beautifying a colonial 
farmhouse.

All d»y yesterday Samuel Hold, n ' pros-

There It 
WM that his friends gathered yesterday to 
jif -ir him tell of his thrilling fspe'rlencc. 

It was about ;i o'clock on Sunday after- 
noon. Held 3ays, that he and Ills wife, hav- 
ing put their 3-year-old boy to bed, started 
out to cn.loy- the afternoon air. Just at 
the edge or the orchard a strange Bight met 
their eyes. Two hundred feet from the 
house, coming directly toward them, was 
a tinge bear, lumbering along, with two 
Italians In hot pursuit. With a dash the 
Holds (led Inside and bolted the door. After 
recovering from their tlrst fright they ven- 
tured to peed out of a window, when, to 
their surprise and horror, they spied bruin 
seated at the top of an apple tree, one 
great brunch of which overhangs the cot- 
tage. 

The two Italians below danced around, 
gesticulated and howled In vain. In an- 
swer to Hold's question, It did not take the 
two foreigners long to explain to the farm- 
er that the bear was a pet, which they ex- 
hibited. They Intended taking hlin to Head- 
ing, but ho broke his chain and ran on - . 

A council of war was held, and for the 
next hour all sorts of devices wore made 
use of to Induce the animal to descend, but 
he would not budge.

WOMEN PRINTERS IN LONDON. 

, . . 
Success of .in Establishment Started to 
Trnin Working Girls. 
Mr. Choate during his remurketitimo 

Women are found now and again In print- 
ing oflices in this country, engaged In type- 
setting and In similar kinds of work, but it 
would be hard to 11ml a duplicate of the 
Women's Printing Society In London, 
where the entire establishment Is owned 
and managed by women, and all the tabor, 
with the exception of heavy machine work, 
Is doue Hy them. 

This society has been carried on for a 
number of years as a successful business. 
Originally started by subscription for the 
purpose of training girls who were anx- 
ious to earn a livelihood In this way, it 
rapidly developed luto a prosperous con- 
cern. But It lias not lost sight of the 
aim of helpfulness to youug women 
workers with which It was begun. It Is 
managed on the co-operative plan. No 
dividend may exceed 5 per cent, per an- 
num, nnd above that the surplus Is to 
be divided among the hands by way of 
bonus. Apprentices are taken for three 
years, many of them being girls Just out 
of school of about 10 yeara of age. Some 
of the workers become at the same time 
shareholders. 

About thirty young women are now 
employed In the establishment and the 
continual Increase in the business testl- 
fles to the excellent work turned out. 
A number of well known periodicals are 
printed by this society, and various wo- 
men's organizations, such as the National 
Union of Women Workers, the Woman's 
Institute, and others, which require a 
great deal of printed matter, have shown 
their loyalty by giving all their trade 
Into tin 1 same hands. Women printers are 
employed also In sevor.il large establish- 
ments 111 England, and they earn general 
from ID to 00 shillings, or from $:!."."> to 
$7.50 a week.— New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser.

No nice of men can surpass the Chinese 
In habits of Industry and thrift, says D. 
Z. Sheffield, In the January Atlantic. With 
the Introduction of Western civilization the 
vast resources of the country will be devel- 
oped, the products of the soil and manufac- 
ture will Indefinitely Increase, and domes- 
tie nnd International trade will be multi- 
plied In Its proportions. Now In all this 
material regeneration of China, the China- 
man will be In evidence. Not a dollar will 
be gathered from the soil, from trade, from 
mines, from manufactories, without his se- 
curing a due proportion ns a reward for his 
part of the enterprise. He will patiently i 
and faithful work for a master for half 
a generation, and In the second half he 
will appear as his own master, at the head 
of n thriving business. Thus, In the In- 
dustries of the future, wherev.er there Is 
work to be done, there will be found Chin- 
ese ready to "sell strength," as working for 
hire Is called In China; and they will sell 
more strength for the money than will 
men of any other nation. Again, a dollar 
In the hands of a Chinaman represents far 
greater purchasing power than It does In 
the hands of a European. In China a dol- 
lar will purchase fifteen hundred pieces of 
cash composed of copper and zinc. These 
cash, with a hole In the centre and strung 
on a cord, weigh seven pounds. A servant 
or common laborer In Peking is glad to give 
ten days of labor, and a carpenter or mason

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THE WAR. 

Yesterday was u day of very meagre 
development at the front. The morn- 
ing's despatches spoke chiefly of the 
prent extent of the Boer line of defence 
both on the Tugela and the Modder 
river. They state that the Boor line of 
defence at the Tugela is seventeen miles 
Iiuik', which looks probable enough, but 
the statement that the entrenchments at 
the Modder river extend a distance of 
forty miles seems unreasonable. 

■ Gen. French lias by this time been re- 
inforced and may have been able to dis- 
lodge the enemy from Colcsberg. We 
do not understand why more nu n can- 
not be spared to enable him to carry that 
important point anil cut oft the Boer 
connections, thereby putting the Storm- 
bore force in straits, from which they 
would find it exceedingly difficult to 
extricate themselves. Gen. French ap- 
pears to be an exceedingly careful com- 
mander, for his casualties have so fur 
been very small. 

Baden-Powell is credited with another 
brilliant engagement near Mafeking. 
which (own appears to be very well able 
to take care of itself. 

Gen. Gatacre has scored some small 
successes near Molteno, but there 
nothing specially new to report. 



THE SPEAKER. 



The hetter the course pursued by Mr. 
Speaker Forster on the first day of the 
session is understood the more it is con- 
demned. There is no disposition to un- 
derrate, the <li(Iiculties of his position, 
but ho is making it needlessly difficult. 
When a tie occurs on questions involving 
political issues lie is expected to vote 
with the political party to which he he 
iongs. lie is under no obligation to d 
so, but if lie does, no one will raise 
any objection. lie is acting then as 
menuber of bis party and lias all the 
rights and privileges enjoyed by any 
member on the floor of the house, so far 
us voting is concerned. But on the de- 
termination of rules of procedure and 
points of order, ho stands apart or at 
least he ought to stand apart from either 
political party and should render his de- 
cisions in accordance with the principle 
which parliamentary practice during 
many years has established. If his poli- 
tical party expects anything else of him 
it in bis duty to refuse it. 

Mr. Forster makes a very serious error 
in playing the schoolmaster daring 
a debate. Ho is constantly calling mem- 
' tiers 'to order, apparently believing it to 
be his duty to see just in what manner 
members discuss any subject that may 
arise. It was the elder Pitt, was it not, 
who introduced in ono of his speeches 
with telling effect that famous quota- 
tion from Horace about indifference to 
the smiles of fortune? Mi-. Forster, had 
ho been Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons, would have called Pitt to order for 
shaking in a dead language. If he pre- 
sided at Ottawa, he would be eternally 
calling members down. He needs to learn 
that a legislature is not conducted accord- 
ing to tho rules of a boys' debating so- 
ciety. We commend to him the prece- 
dents in which Hansard abounds. Only 
at the last session of parliament one of 
the members in a speech wandered fur- 
ther from his subject than Dan is from 
Beersheba. After he had continued in 
this way for some time another member 
rose to a point of order. The Speaker, 
Sir James Edgar, asked to have the point 
stated, and this being done, he said Hint 
he had for some time been under the im- 
pression that tho honorable gentleman's 
remarks were not. germane to the sub- 
ject, but the house appeared to think 
otherwise and he had not interfered, but 
now that his attention had been called to 
the matter he must act, upon that im- 
pression and inform the honorable gen- 
tleman that he must confine himself to 
tho question. This is the true rule to 
'follow. If the house does not object to 
the lino taken by a member addressing 
it, the Speaker should not interfere. 



Til 10 POSITION OF 

THE GOVERNMENT. 

There is a remakable similarity be- 
tween the position of the Semlin govern- 
ment and that if the Queensland minis- 
try which went, to the wall a few weeks 
ago. The government ami the opposi- 
tion were equal numerically ami the bal-| 
ance of power was held by a labor mem-) 
ber. In view of this the premier waited 
upon the governor and asked for a disso- 
lution, which was refused, whereupon he 
at once resigned. The case of British 
Columbia is one where the fate of the 
government is in the hands of any one of 
its supporters, ami where it can only 
control the house as matters now stand 
by the vote of the Speaker. The Sydney 
Morning Herald, commenting on the 
Queensland case, said: "Manifestly a 
premier who has only this uncertain and 
variable majority upon which to rely can- 
not hold oflice with credit to himself or 
even with due regard to the fundamental 
principles of constitutional government." 

if this observation was true as applied 
to Queensland, and the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor thought it was for he refused a 
dissolution, accepted the resignation 1 of 
tile premier and called upon the leader of 
■the opposition, it is even more correct, 
when applied to the conditions existing in 
this province, where the government can- 
not even adjourn the house without the 
ousting vote of the Speaker. The gov- 



ernment of the country is certainly not 
being carried on by Mr. Semlin "with 
credit to himself or even with due regard 
to the fundamental principles of consti- 
tutional government," but on the con- 
trary in defiance of the rules of common 
decency— by the prostitution of the high 
oflice of Speaker to the basest partisan 
purposes. If it was the duty of the 
Queensland premier to consult the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in the emergency which 
arose in that colony, it is certainly th 
duty of Mr. Semlin to do so here; aud if 
it was constitutionally correct for tit 
Lieutenant-Governor of Queensland to 
-ivo the opposition the opportunity of 
seeing whether they could organize a 
ministry and carry on affairs without 
a dissolution, it would clearly be consti- 
tutionally correct for the Lieutenant- 
Governor of British Columbia to take 
a similar course. 

If the present condition ot affairs con- 
tinues for any length of time it will be 
a grave scandal. Our institutions can- 
not safely be subjected to many such 
shocks as they received at the hands of 
Mr. Speaker Forster yesterday without 
confidence in them being seriously im- 
paired. It is perhaps too much to ex- 
pect that Mr. Semlin and his colleagues 
will be influenced by the considerations 
and principles which governed the pre- 
mier of Queensland in his action. Office 
ami its emoluments are ton precious to 
them. It therefore, we submit, becomes 
the duty of the opposition to demonstrate 
to the Lieutenant-Governor ami the peo- 
ple generally thit the government is not 
in a position to ci llduct business, and 
thus force Mr. Semlin to take the course, 
which a regard for constitutional prin- 
ciple dictates.

So long as he has tho casting vote he 
can carry into effect his partisan rulings, 
but even a Speaker of the legislature 
cannot afford to defy public opinion. 
Decent people everywhere will protest 
against the attitude he has seen fit to 
take. The worst of it is that he appar- 
ently knows he is wrong, that he is de- 
grading his position with the full knowl- 
edge that he is doing so. This is what 
makes the case so very obnoxious.

All parliamentary precedent 'being 
averse to sueli an anomaly as rep'resfenta- 
+ivo government i>y the vote of Mr. 
Speaker, it is not impossible that Tre 
mier SemJin will at the re-assembling of 
the local legisature on Monday after- 
noon, comply with the euggostion of the 
leader of the opposition, and inform th» 
house what he proposes to do. In the 
meanwhile, Mr. Turner has signilied his 
intention of forcing the issue by the im- 
mediate presentation of a want of con- 
fidence motion, having given notice of his 
intention of moving at Monday's sitting 
"That in view of the defeat of the gov- 
ernment on Thursday, the 4th instant, 
on the resolutions for the consideration 
of the speech of His Honor tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, and on the resolution 
for the adjournment <>r the house, there- 
fore be it resolved that the government 
has lost control of this house and also 
the confidence of the country." 

For the first time in the history 
British Columbia, the state dinner at 
Government House Thursday evening, 
marking the opening of the legislative 
session, was not enjoyed by any of the 
members of the government or the 
house, the unexpected night session put- 
ting a veto upon their enjoyment of any 
social pleasures. Some eighteen gentle- 
men partook of Mis Honor's hospitality, 
the Officers of the Navy and Army being 
conspicuous among the guests at the fes 
t.ivo board. 

* * « 

The new press gallery, constructed to 
ithe right and left of Mr. Speaker's 
throne during the sessional recess, had 
its lirst practical trial on opening day, 
and proved fairly acceptable ou the 
whole— although consultation prior to its 
building with the gentlemen who are to 
make use of it would have enabled sev 
eral glaring errors to have been avoided, 
as for example sloping desks and sta- 
tionary seats which can never be satis 
factory to people doing inueh writing 
The majority of the members can, how 
ever, bo heard fairly well from the new 
gallery, with the exception of Mr. 
Speaker and tho leaders of government 
and opposition, who are too directly be- 
neath for the reporters to catch their 
remarks with unfailing accuracy. Ini 
possibilities cannot ibe expected, and so 
the pressmen are thankful for a gallery 
as good as it is. They are also thankful 
to Sergeant-ait-Arms O'Hara for the ne 
cessary service of a gallery page, as in 
other houses of assembly; and would be 
inclined to make the vote of approba- 
tion unanimous if this gentlemanly olll- 
cial of the house would only desist from 
closing the building and turning off the 
lights in the intermission between after- 
noon and evening sittings, thereby robbing 
■the reporters of valuable working time 
Although the government is obliged to 
run tbe business of tho country on a very 
meagre margin, surely the expense of a 
few lights will not overburden it. 

* • * 

No changes have been made in the 
general lloor plan since the last session 
of the house, save that Hon. Mr. Hen 
derson has of course taken Mr. Joseph 
Martin's old place at the elbow of tb 
Premier; while Mr. Martin instead of 
accepting Mr. Henderson's vacated seat 
on the right, has voluntarily crossed to 
tho other sido and taken a seat ou the 
rear rank, between Mr. Clifford of Cas 
shir and Mr. MeBride. On tho opening 
day Mr. Higgins still occupied bis old 
seat in tho government ranks; it is ap- 
parent from his votes, however, that he 
will cross the lloor very shortly in order 
to find congenial company. There 
another vacant seat ou the left, and 
there is.no certainly that it will not very 
shortly be tilled from the other sid< 

The live interest that is felt by all 
Canada — and not Canada alone, but the 
neighboring state of Washington, in the 
present crucial session of British Colum- 
bia's parliament, is evinced by the rep- 
resentation in the .press gallery of no 
fewer than twenty-three newspapers 
Messrs. Harold Sands, Q. D. H. War- 
den, Henry Hawson, L. Macrae, Rich- 
ard Fraser, J. II. McGill, and C. H 
Gibbons being among the well known 
newspapermen holding seats. Not only 
are all the leading provincial papers call- 
ing for a daily service fro mtho gallery, 
but such far-away journals as the- Tor- 
onto Mail and Empire, the Winnipeg 
Telegram, the Spokane Spokesman-Re- 
view, and the Manitoba Free Press are 
following ,the new chapter in the event- 
ful career of Mr. Joseph Martin.

Quadrennial preparation of rhi 
Nelson and Kossland lists is arranged 
for. and the number of jurors to bn 
JecteJ stated: -J8 for grand jury, and 116 
fi.r petit jury duty from Nelson registry; 
.tiid 11(1 for petit jury service from -the 
R.-)Ssjnf}l registry. Section '29 of the 
o'i' act is amended by inserting the word 
"Victoria" after the word "registrar" in 
the firtt lino; and section :5l) is altered to

;uio_rs thirteen instead of fifteen: A now 
section is substituted for 8-(, providing 
for the payment of petit jurors, abolish- 
ing tbe distinction in payment of jurors 
residing eaet-Jyid. those residing west 
of the Cascades.

from the least dramatic incident of. his 
always dramatic political career.

When, therefore, ho 
walked into thf» house, and signalized his 
determination to wage a war to the knife 
by passing to a seat on the opposition 
side, there were looks of bh'.nk amaze- 
ment on the faces of not a few of the 
government supporters. The steamer 
Joan had made a particularly fast trip 
to land him in Nanaimo, and he had 
made a rapid inn down to the capital 
front there with a special train. And 
having arrived, he lost no time in get- 
ting down to business, and making his 
presence felt by the gentlemen of the 
other side, who were manifestly averse 
to inviting his cutting irony.

BOOKS REVIEWED 

Cold win Smith has long beeu known 
as one of the foremost of English 
writers, find- having outlived many 
of his contemporaries, he is conspicuous 
as holding the first place among the 
masters of diction and rhetoric and of 
clear and precise thought. It is very 
fitting that Hearing the close of a long 
and useful life he should write the his- 
tory of the country he has served faith- 
fully for so many years. 

His " United Kingdom," in two vol- 
umes, is a book that should be read by 
everyone, giving as it does a clear in- 
sight into the affairs of our great 
-Mother Country, from her earliest days 
until the present time, and being, apart 
from its historical value, one of the 
gems of English literature. Among the 
hundreds of books on constitutional sub- 
jects that have been written, Mr. 
Smith's " United Kingdom " must hold 
a foremost if not the foremost place. 
* • • 

Mr. Hnldnne, in the preface of his 
book, " .'{.iSOO Miles Across Canada," 
tells us that he is writing in a free- 
hand, unconventional and simple man- 
ner, and as he himself thinks, this much 
may be forgiven him. Furthermore, he 
says in this same preface that many 
who have generously aided him in his 
enterprise have been mentioned in detail 
throughout the volume. This latter fact 
is painfully evident to the reader before 
he has gone many pages. It may be of 
vital importance to Sir. Hilldane that, he 
went to a tennis tournament and saw a 
lady in a white frock and scarlet hat, 
which latter combination shocked his 
artistic tendencies, but most people 
don't look for that sort of thing in a 
book of travels. His further descrip- 
tion of what should bo worn by said 
young lady might be very well in "The 
World of Dress," but is slightly in- 
appropriate where it is. 

lie tells us also of the many friends 
he made, one young lady in particular, 
with whom, as he was unattached and 
she was unappropriated, he became fast 
friends. Other passing allusions to 
himself ns " the tall, handsome stranger 
in the splendid serge suit " must of 
course he taken as written in the ''un- 
conventional and simple style." The 
book abounds with illustrations, most of 
them from photographs, and all of them 
^ery good. Apart from his hundred and 
one personal allusions, Mr. Haldane's 
effort is an interesting bit of descriptive 
work, although upon its conclusion, 
while one may have learned much of 
this beautiful Canada of ours, he will 
have a still more thorough knowledge of 
the gentleman who wrote the hook.

Mrs. 15. M. Croker's " Terence " is a 
bright and interesting story, the scene 
of which is laid in Ireland at the tourist 
town of Kallybay. The characters are 
all entertaining, particularly the hero 
and heroine, who nre a refreshingly 
original couple. Terence is a gentleman 
of fallen fortunes, who follows the part 
of stage-driver as a profession, and 
Maureen is a lady of good sound sense, 
good health and much wealth, who al- 
lows her own sweet will free play in 
legard to love affairs as well as other 
things. There is a worldly-minded, 
empty-headed and beautiful sister who 
marries and is insanely jealous of a 
middle-aged adoring husband, her jeal- 
ousy causing many complications, amus- 
ing and otherwise.

The North Pacific pilot chart, with the 
forecast of wind and weather which may 
,be -expected off the coast during the 
month of January, is at hand, with the 
following information for the use of 
mariners cruising ou the waters men- 
tioned: 

Tlie subehart of isobars and isotherms 
for this month shows an almost penua- 
aieiit high, with its centre near latitude 
l!S degrees north, and longitude 135 de- 
grees west, somewhat south and cast of 
its position for December. The trade 
wind limits will probably be found a lit- 
tle farther south, not so clearly marked 
'and tho winds not so constant in direc- 
tion as those of last month. 

In the Middle North Pacific ocean the 
average storm track for .limitary ..> con- 
siderably south of that for beciuiber,- 
and the area of frequent gales may be 
expected to extend as low as, the 30th 
parallel and reach across Hie entire 
ocean. North of the 40th parallel, across 
the tntire ocean, and north of the 8Sth 
parallel, in the western part of the ocean 
these gales may frequently be accom- 
panied by hail or snow. During this 
month dangerous gales frequently visit 
that part of the ocean immediately to the 
westward of Vancouver island and the 
coast oT Washington and northern part 
of Oregon, this locality being the region 
across which the storms from the North- 
ern Pacific ocean most frequently pass 
upon entering on the American coast, 
lu the small area included between lati- 
tude -15 degrees north and 50 degrees 
north, and longitude d'2~> degrees west 
and 130 degrees west, for the month of 
January, covering a period of 10 years, 
one-fourth of the observations gave a 
force of wind 7 and above (Beaufort 
scale). Frequent squalls in the vicinity 
of the Philippine islands and occasional 
squalls in the vicinity of the Hawaiian 
islands may be expected. 

Oecasioinally highs and lows will be 
found moving in a generally easterly di- 
rection across tho ocean. Generally, in 
front of the cyclonic area, or low, the 
weather is damp, with thermometer ris- 
ing and barometer falling; while in front 
of the anti-cyclonic circulation, or high, 
it is dry, cooler and the barometer rises. 
The "average storm track" traced on the 
chart shows the average path of the cen- 
tres of these lows. 

The .average low near the Aleutian 
islands will be found to have deepened 
somewhat and moved slightly to the 
southward. 

Typhoons are usually infrequent this 
month. 

After crossing the line coining north, 
vessels bound for the west coast of Am- 
erica may expect frequent squalls, with 
occasional thunder storms, in passing 
through the doldrums. 

Occasional fog and heavy mist will 
probably occur along the coast of tho 
United States. The coasts of China and 
Japan may be expected to be compara- 
tively free from fog during this mouth. 

THE XORA'S CHEW. 

The Experiences of (he Crew of the 
Wttle Craft. 

The experiences of the Cl'ftW of (he 
now famous sloop Xora on her t'xtht- 
ordinary voyage are thus told in a de- 
spatch to the San Francisco Chronicle 
from San Diego, under date of Janu- 
ary 1 : 

"Early this morning the British sloop 
Xora sailed into San Diego harbor with 
a party that was about as glad to get 
within a land-locked bay as any that 
ever ran away from the fear of starva 
lion on the broad ocean. The crew at 
present is composed of Capt. Percy Mo 
Cord. ('apt. John Hnnn and Henry Voss 
of Victoria. B. C„ and Capt. Samuel 
Meyers, of Callao, Pern. The threi 
first named, with J. C. Voss, a hotel 
keeper of British Columbia, left Victoria 
on the 4th of last July in the Xora, 
which is a ten-ton vessel, sloop-rigged 
and carrying the British flag at her 
masthead. The three men were joint 
owners of the craft, and Henry Voss, a 
14-year-old boy, is the son of one of 
them. They had conceived the plan of 
sailing around Cape Horn to Prance 
and of spending the summer at the Paris 
exposition before continuing their trip. 
The little sloop was filled with a supply 
of provisions to last eight months, and 
the crew, which was made up entirely of 
captains, and with no sailor under pay 
expected to have a novel experience and 
pleasure trip combined. 

"They secured the experience, hilt 
their pleasure trip ended soon after they 
left San Francisco on the trip to the 
south, when they were scurrying before 
a gale for five days. On the way south 
they stopped at San Bias and at Cocoa 
Island, off the- coast of Costa Rica, 
where they found the veteran treasure- 
hunter, Capt. Gessler, still following the 
chimera of a pot of pirate's gold. The 
Xora found rough weather for a ten-ton 
craft, and was repeatedly Tilled with 
water, so that tho stores in her hold, 
which had been prepared for the long 
I rip to the World's Fair, were spoiled. 
When thoy reached Callao they were 
pretty well discouraged, and were will- 
ing to be convinced that they could not 
make the rest of the trip without great 
risk. Furthermore, they were told that 
international war had all but broken 
out, and they came to the conclusion 
that there would be no exposition to at- 
tend. 

• " They therefore started back. The 
trip north from Peru was commenced on 
the 6th of October, Mr. Voss having 
decided to come north by steamer, and 
giving up his berth aboard to Dr. 
Meyers, who had been in South America' 
for some time and wanted to come north. 
This time they made poor calculations 
and did not put stores enough aboard. 
They expected to make Victoria in 
about forty days, which would have 
been a quick trip for a ship. They met 
bad weather and then ran into ' Paddy's 
hurricane.' and drifted about for sixteen 
davs. To make matters worse, some- 
thing went wrong with their chronom- 
eter, and thoy could not tell exactly 
where they wore. Tt was not long be- 
fore provisions commenced to run shy, 
and they went on short allowances. For 
three days they limited themselves to 
a biscuit and a glass of water. Even 
with that short ration they were down 
to sixteen biscuits and about sixteen 
glasses of muddy fluid. 

"The Xora flew the signal of distress., 
but was passed by two suiihig vessels, 



The third, an English bark, hove to and 
gave them relief, besides telling them 
where they were. Their location was 
.'240 mites west of Guadaloupe Island, 
and following the directions given, they 
reached hero after a ten days' run, glad 
indeed to get into port, as the supply 
furnished by the bark was only sulli- 
cient to last until this port was made. 
It is the intention of the party to rest 
and recuperate here for about a week 
before continuing on their trip to San 
Francisco and to their Victoria home. 

• Capt. McCord, who is a newspaper 
man, has a world of experiences to re- 
port, and some of them are exceedingly 
interesting. He bad a company about 
him many times on the Water front yes- 
terday exchanging storie3. Ho de- 
clares that if he goes to the Paris expo- 
sition now he will go on an Atlantic 
liner, and will pick the biggest of the 
bunch."

BIG CARGO FROM ORIENT. 

Mammoth Fri ighter Arrives ait Portland 
From Kobe. 

The mammoth freight steamship Arab, 
which is making <i special trip for Dod- 
well & Co., arrived at Portland on Wed- 
nesday morning last. The Arab brought 
the latest consignment of freight that 
has vet been received from a single port 
in the Orient. The regular liners and 
most of the extra steamers start from 
Hongkong with a good list of freight, 
and at half a dozen other ports before 
leaving the Orient they take on addi- 
tional cargo. This in the aggregate fre- 
quently amounts from 4,000 to 5,000 
tons, but the Arab, coming direct from 
Kobe, and touching at no other port, 
brought over :{,0U0 tons of misellanoous 
freight.. The Arab is the largest steamer 
that has yet visited Portland in the Ori- 
ental trade, and her dimensions are 
nearly equal to those of the big Glen- 
lochy and some of the China Mutual 
liners, which were here two years ago. 
The Arab was built at Newcastle, about 
10 years ago, and is 375 feet long, 40.3 
feet beam, and with 0,500 tons' of freight 
aboard draws 'M feet of water. In spite 
of her great size, she is not as slow as 
most steamers of her class, for she is 
well equipped with power. Her engines 
are of the triple-expansion type. ""'1 tire

RE INSURANCE OFFERED. 

Fears for the Transport Victoria, Over- 
due at Manila. 

Twenty per cent, re-insurance has 
been offered on the Transport Victoria, 
which sailed October 17 from San Fran- 
cisco for Manila. The Victoria broke 
the thrust block of her main shaft No- 
vember 9, about '2,500 miles from Man- 
ila, near a number of rock islands. 1 he 
transport refused a tow from the tartar 
possibly- for the reason that she wanted 
to avoid paying salvage. Both vessels 
were in the employ of the government, 
but both being under charter, a delicate 
question might have arisen in regard to 
the tow bill. The Victoria is chartered 
at so much a day, but the government 
will not pay the price for the time the 
vessel is drifting about the Pacinc. 1 he 
Victoria is an iron steamer of 1,500 
tons.

The Walla Walla arrived safely at 
San Francisco on Wednesday last, after 
a rather rough trip from Victoria, being 
several hours late on account of the in- 
clement weather. 

Capt. Tatterviu of tho French bark 
Louis Pasteur has filed at Astoria an 
application for the release of his vessel 
from the !>5,000 fine for coming into 
port without a consular bill of health. 
He states that before leaving Limerick 
he requested his agents to secure all 
necessary clearance papers and bills of 
health; that he is unable to speak or 
read the English language, and supposed 
the papers given him were the proper 
ones. For this reason he asks that the 
line lie remitted or be reduced to a nomi- 
nal one. 

The scaling schooner Carrie C. W.. 
Capt. McKiel, sails for the West Coast 
this morning to take on an Indian crew. 
The schooners Libbie, Borealis and Vic- 
toria are the three remaining vessels of 
the local licet yet to sail. They will get 
away the first of next week. 

The prevalence of the bubonic plague 
at Honolulu has so alarmed the United 
States government thai hereafter trans- 
ports sailing for Manila will give the 
Hawaiian Islands the go-by. 

Advices from Honolulu of date Decem- 
ber 20, state that the steamer Algoa ran 
on a reef while entering that harbor on 
December 23, and narrowly escaped de- 
struction. She was pulled off by tugs, 
after four hours' work, and it was found 
that no serious du/mage had been done. 
The Algoa, which is the largest vessel 
that ever visited Honolulu, had on board 
13,000 tons of freight. 

DRY GOODS AFIRE. 

Montreal, Jan. 4.— Fire in Bernier & 
West's wholesale dry goods establish- 
ment last night caused $20,000 damage.

Montreal, Jan. 4.— The Shamrocks de- 
feated Montreal at hockey last night, 
with a score of (1 goals to 1. The 
champions had their full team out ex- 
cent the goal-keeper. Montreal played 
only three of the regular team. 
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By Associated Press. 

Paris, Jan. 4.— The high court (senate) 
in secret session to-day condemned MM 
Buffet and Deroulede to ten years' ban 
ishment. M. Guerin was sentenced to 
ten years' confinement in a fortified 
place, and the Marquis de Lur Salaces 
was sentenced to trtta jears' banishment, 

M. Deroulede, still weak from his ill- 
ness, entered the hall leaning on M. 
Barillier's arm. Among the public were 
M. Deroulede's daughter and brother 
and quite a number of women friends 
of the prisoners. After the reading of 
yesterday's decisions, M. Falliere or- 
dered the expulsion of the men acquitted 
and the public prosecutor asked for the 
application of the sentences against trie 
convicted. 

M. Buffet's counsel, M. Normande, 
followed in behalf of his client and be- 
gan to expatiate on the hitter's senti- 
ments, when M. Fallieres stopped him 
and told the lawyer to keep to the ques- 
tion of the sentence. "Well," said M. 
Normande, "strike my client, so that 
the country may judge the extent of the 
hale and fear which animate you." M. 
Fallieres interrupted counsel with the 
remark, " You are insulting the court." 
M. Normande rejoined: " M. Buffet 
leaves this court greater than he entered 
it, and he will become greater still in 
prison." 

M. Buffet then said: "You have 
dealt me a blow. Thank you. You 
have condemned the government twelve 
times, and I thank you twelve times. I 
do not want to benefit by the Berenger 
law. If there were street demonstra- 
tions to-morrow I would take part in 
them, I do not want pity or indulg- 
ence." 

M. Deroulede then rose and said: 
" Since you have coupled me with the 
valiant royalist BufTet and the courage- 
ous anti-Semite Guerin I will share their 
pay; hut however hard may be the sen- 
tence, however distant the exile, which 
is even more cruel for me, a patriot and 
soldier. I will return. I will return 
when justice returns. I shall be free 
when the nation becomes free. I am 
here by Loubet's orders. Strike, then. 
Accomplish the act which will remain 
an indelible shame on the history of the 
parliament. Vive L'Armee National! 
Vive La Republique du Peuple ! " M. 
Deroulede was listened to in profound 
silence, but his passionate- utterances 
caused a great sensation. 

M. Guerin said he did not wish to 
make any further defence. He would 
not utter a word of repentenee or ap- 
peal for indulgence, adding: " I will 
say to my friend, "Courage, confidence." 

M. Deroulede again rose and said: 
" I desire for the first time to shake 
hands with these men. I met them 
here and I have learned to esteem them. 
M. Deroulede then shook hands with 
MM, Buffet and Guerin. M. Buffet 
cried: " Tills is the first and perhaps 
I he la k( time." 

M, CfticrJn feaid: "It is the first time 
v»*6 are in agreement." 

M. Deroulede shouted, sarcastically: 
"Yes, here is the conspiracy." 

The Marquis de Lur Saluces, who is 
a well known royalist, and who was 
formerly a member of the chamber of 
deputies, was convicted in default of 
appearance. His whereabouts is un- 
known, but it is believed he is outside 
of French territory. 

To-day's decision condemns the con- 
victed men to pay the costs of the prose- 
cution. The sentences took effect im- 
mediately. 

Paris, Jan. 5— MM. BufTet and Derou- 
lede left Paris by the Northern railway 
at 5 o'clock this morning. 

New York, Jan. 5.— A despatch to the 
Post from Paris says: "MM. Derou- 
lede and Buffet were taken in the same 
(rain at 5 o'clock this forenoon across 
the Belgian frontier. Their relatives 
were allowed to accompany them. If 
they transgress the decree of banish- 
ment and shall be caught on French soil, 
they will be subjected to confinement in 
a fortress for double the term of their 
original sentences. They lose all politi- 
cal and certain public and civil rights, 
but retain the administration of their 
property and the control of their child- 
ren, though losing other family rights, 
such as the possibility of guardianship. 

" M. Guerin loses all civil rights, and 
as he is condemned as well for offences 
against the common law, may possibly 
have to pass tho ten years' imprison- 
ment in the central penitentiary, instead 
of in a fortress as a purely political 
criminal. 

The late election of a Conservative 
deputy in Ardeche, hitherto a Republi- 
can district, in spite of the government's 
influence, and the concentration of the 
Republicans ou the Dreyfusard candi- 
dacy is exploited as a sign of popular 
reaction. This would be the case in 
England, but cannot be counted upon 
with certainty in France. 

GENEUAL JOUBERT. 

Sketch of the Career of the Commander 
of the' Boer Hosts. 

General Joubert Is a man of strong per- 
sonality anil a typical Boer, although travel 
u iMirope has put a little surface polish ou 
him. 1 met him some years ugj, and was 
struck with his admirable facility for quot- 
ing .Scripture In ordinary conversation. In 
this hp resembles Mr. Kiuger. A little story 
will Illustrate this feature of blsr charac- 
ter. I had the pleasure of talking to hlni 
In 18!)0. when he was visiting lOngland anil 
the Continent, and on that occasion the 
conversation turned upon the presence of 
an armed force of pioneers on the borders 
of Lobengula's territory. General Joubert 
expressed the belief that Lobougtihi only 
tolerated It In tho belief that it would help 
him to subdue the Mnshonns. The Masho- 
nns, on the other baud, would only allow 
the expedition to enter their country In the 
belief that It would protect them against 
Lobenguln. Thus the Mnshonas and I.oben- 
nula were played off the one against the 
other, and the pioneers doubtless consider- 
ed this a piece of clever diplomacy. Not so 
General Joubert. Ills view of the matter 
was thus expressed. "One or other must 
have been deceived. There must have been 
treachery on one side or the other, and 
tnnt," he added, with solemn unctuousness, 
"is not according to the Lord." 

The true Boer, of course, has a sincere 
hatred of what la the "Tnal" Is called 
"veriieukorli"— -that Is to say. the "verneu- 
kerlj" of Ids enemies or rivals. That he 
can pardon it on occasion when It bus to 
he resorted to by the "oprechte burghers" | 
Is proved by the Incident of Bronkhurst- 
sprult at the beginning of the last war. | 
when the Hoers. acting under General Jon- 
t.ert'B orders, treacherously shot down Col: 
Austruthcr and the men of the Dttli Itegi- I 
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meat. General Joubert doubtless consider- 
ed that the treachery lc this case was quit 
"according to the Lord." 

The General, as his name Implies, comes 
from a stuck Unit was originally French, 
lie is the great -great-grandson of Pierre 
Joubert, one of the Huguenots who lied 
from religious persecution In France, and 
made their home in South Africa. Horn at 
Lango, near Georgetown, In Cape Colony, 
he grew up without parental care, aud it 
used to be one of his proudest boasts that 
he never received more than three days' 
tuition In all his life. In personal appear- 
ance he Is rugged and picturesque, like the 
veldt which nurtured him. Mis character 
is resolute, as one can see by the linn com- 
pression of his thin lips. He 1ms a pair of 
keen, piercing eyes, which, however, are 
wonderfully mild in their expression. Both 
mentally and puyslcally he overflows with 
restless energy. Ills patriotism is intense, 
but nnrow in Its view, and at the time 
when I knew hlni it manifested Itself large- 
1<- in a violent hatred of the English and all 
their works. Not that he had any fonder 
of the Hollanders. On the contrary, he 
used to hold the latter In the greatest con- 
tempt. The Kngllsh he respected, even 
wlille he hated them. As showing this, I 
may cite a conversation I had with hlni 
Bomo tea years ago, when he repeated to 
me a remark he had previously made to 
some of the numerous gentlemen who later- 
viewed him on behalf of the English press. 
He was referring to the concession of the 
Netherlands railway company, which was 
then attracting public attention lu this 
country. "If we are to be subjects," said 
he, "then let us be under n mighty power 
like England, that we can respect, but not 
to be the slaves of a nation sucli as Hoi 
laud, which Is not of so much Importance 
lu the eyes of the world as the Transvaal. 
Np, God forbid that we should have spent 
our blood and gained our precious Inde- 
pendence If this is to. he the end." 

Considering the meagreness of his educa- 
tion in youth, on which he rather prides 
himself, Mr. Joubert Is wonderfully quick- 
witted, and knows how to drive a hard 
bargain. He has, of course, a righteous 
abhorrence of the "unserunulous" capital- 
ists and speculators who have overrun his 
beloved country. This pious sentiment Is 
beautifully expressed in his pathetic appeal 
to the Queen. Nevertheless, lie has man- 
aged In his time to dabble a good deal in 
land transactions of a more or less specu'a- 
tive character, and has thus become the 
owner of much valuable property. Perhaps 
the "unscrupulous" speculators were those 
who Bocured tlt-blts of land upon which he 
had fixed his eye. Despite the scantiness 
of his educational equipment, or perhaps 
been .!..(- ut it, be set up as a law agent, be- 
ing ultimately recognized as "one of the 
best lu the district." That does not neces- 
sarily Imply that he positively coruscated 
as a legal luminary, for with the Trans- 
Vftal Boer a very little law may be made 
to go a very long way. 

Between 157? nnd 38SO Mr. Joubert was 
one of the fiercest opponents of British 
authority. He alone of all the officials re- 
fused to take the oath of allegiance. Sir 
Theophllus Sliepstone. Sir Garnet Wolscley. 
Sir Bartle Frere, and Sir Owen Lanyon Jill 
tried their powers of persuasion upon him. 
but he remained obdurate. When Mr. 
Kruger came to England to obtain retroces- 
sion of the Transvaal, he was accompanied 
by Mr. Joubert, who. on his return, told 
the burghers nt Paardekraal that lOngland 
was a very mighty nation, but not All - 
mighty. During Ids visit to Europe in 
1800 the General had mi Interview with M. 
Ulbot in Paris, and was proud at the same 
time to receive the Cross of Officer of tho 
Legion of Honor from the hand of Presi- 
dent Carnot.
